UIhe future looks bright for the Chinatown Health Clnic, according to Harold 
theclinics director. The need to move the clinic from its 89 Baxter St. site to a 


hinatownys frst health fair in 1971. 

In 1976, against the protests and 
demonstrations of the Hispanic，black， 
Chinese and older Jewish community， 
Gouverneur Hospital, then located on 
Chinatowns eastern border closed its 
acute care services unit, In 1978, the 
Chinatown Health and Service Center 
was closed . 

The closing of the two facilities 
made it imperative that the Chinatown 
Health Clinic both survive and expand to 
meet the health care needs of China- 
town's 90,000 residents (now abonut 
150,000). In 1979，with a growing 
patient load， a larger more experienced 
staff， improved fund raising and communi- 
cation technidques， and a clearer defnition 
of the Chinese communitys needs， the 
CHC moved to its current two-story 
facility on Baxter Street. 

EDUCATION 

The CHC emphasizes not only 
treatment，but also community outreach 
and education. Each of the clinics health 
Programs is made up of four distinct parts : 
Screening, treatment， education and 
follow-up. 

Chuck Lee, aclinical coordinator 
and nurse practitioner at CHC for eight 
years, oftered the parasite eradication 
program as an example of how CHC 
implements its four-point appraoch. 

Alate 1970s Cornell-NewYork 
也 ospital study revealed that 25 percent of 
Chinatown's residents were infected with 
clonorchis，a parasitic worm of the 
gastrointestinal system, Further investiga-

The means of treatment, the 
causes and the way the disease is trans- 
ferred are made clear to the patient 
through pamphlets and discussions with 
health workers. 

”Bilingual health booklets，slide 
shows and regular Chinese-language 
newspaper articles and radio Programs，as 
well as Presentations at work Sites， 
schools and other community meeting 
places， are being used to make the 
community aware of the parasite Problem. 

The same four-point approach is 
Peing used with hepatitis B，tuberculosis， 
diabetes，cancer and hypertension. 

PUBLIC SUPPORT 

The residents of NewyYorks China- 
town acknowledge the importance of the 
Chinatown Health Clinic. An impressive 
testimony of support came in Spring 1979， 
during fundraising for the conversion of 
what was then a hsh warehouse into the 
present clinic. During an eight-hour 
radiothon that reached many garment 
woOrkers, $50,000 was raised. Most of the 
individual contributions were under 中 5. 

CHC is the leading health-care 
provider for Chinese-speaking Patients in 
the NewyYork-New Jersey-Connecticut 
area. In 1985, the clinic had over 33,000

An important part of the program is 
to reduce the alienation these Patients 
have experienced in their encounters 
with New Yorks proft-oriented medical 
institutions and the often depersonalized 
public health clinics. 

“We want to make people know 一 
especially people that are afraid of the 
System 一 that we are here to serve them” 
said Harold Lui，director of the clinic. 
“We will give them good health care at a 
low cost 

Each week, on designated days， 
patients can discuss their medical care 
with stafft members fuent in Cantonese， 
Toishanese，Mandarin，Shanghainese， 
Fukienese and Vietnamese，as well as 
Several other East Asian dialects and 
languages. All signs in the clinic are 
bilngual. Physicians trained in Western 
medical procedures are also aware of the 
herbs and traditional medications their 
patients may be taking. Nowhere else in 
the city are these Personalized services 
consistently available to low- and middle- 
income East Asian patients， 

Aasliding fee scale is used at the 
clinic, and the cost Per visit ranges from 
$14 to $35.“No one is ever turned away 
because they can't pay ”said Lee.

NEW YORK =- After graduating from the City College of NewYork, Harold Lui 
worked with teenagers at NewYork City's Riverside Neighborhood Center. A few 
years later he moved uptown to the Housing Authoritys East Harlem office, where 
he counseled young blacks and Hispanics while studying for his master's degree in 


social work at Manhattan's Hunter College. 


In 1964, after receiving his masters， 
Lui became director of teenage Programs 
at Hamilton Madison House in China- 
toOwn，across the street from the NewyYork 
Post 

Luiloks back nostalgically at the late 
1960s and early "70s$.“My social baptism 
came then，in the civil rights movement. 
It was the era of Martin Luther King. 
And then came the Vietnam protests”he 
said. 

In 1907 Lui joined 20,000 other 
protesters in Washington，DC, for the 
capitals frst large anti-Vietnam War 
demonstration, During this period he also 
worked with Yuri Kochiyama and other 
Asian Americans in Asian Americans for 
Action (AAA), while at the same time 
meeting many black and Hispanic ac- 
tiVists. 

The energy, the Possibilities that 
seemed so tangible in that era and the 
growth of Chinatown because of loosened 
immigration policies inspired many other 
socially conscious Chinese Americans， 
fresh out of college,， to come to China- 
town.

(AAFE), the Chinese Progressive Asso- 
ciation (CPA),， Asian Women United and 
the Chinatown Health Clinic were all

AN IMPACT 

“A whole lot of young people came 
into Chinatown to help out”said Lui.“I 
felt that we had an opportunity to have 
an impact, not only in Our Own com- 
munity but also on the institurions that 
aftected our lives2?” 

In 1965 Lui and some other new- 
comers to Chinatowns social-service 
arena founded the Chinatown Planning 
Council (CPC) “to do counseling with 
young kids，Lui said.

DETECTIVE WORK

interested in history, and there Was 
Charlie，a Streetwise Chinatown Pre-med 
student.

In 1978, Tehen, as coordinator of the 
Basements Asian American Resource 
Center raised funds foramajor multi- 
media exhibhition on Chinese in America. 
“Images from a Neglected Past: The Work

The two activists became more 
invulved with the community and were 
convinced the people in the community 
needed an outlet to tell their many 
histories.

Within walls hedecked with vintage 
Store Signs, the project houses an im- 
Pressively thorough collection of intormac- 
tion about Asians in America; It has also 
estabhlished the larsest East Coast hook- 
store of literature by Asian American 
authors. These resources are used exten- 
sively by the Chinatown community and 
hy writers scholars and students from 
universities across the coOuntry.
